THE AIRCRAFT (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE, 1085 

No. 7 OF 1985 

Promulgated by the President in the Thirty-sixth Year of the 

Republic of India. 

An Ordinance further to amend the Aircraft Act, 1934. 

Whereas Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied, 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take imme¬ 
diate action; 

Now, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate 
the following Ordinance: — 

1. (f) This Ordinance may be called the Aircraft (Amendment) Short title 
Ordinance, 1985. 


(2) It shall come into force at once. 
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2. In the Aircraft Act, 19114, for section 14, the following section shall 
be substituted, namely;— 


“14. Any power to make rules conferred by this Act is subject to 
the condition of the rules being made after previous publication: 

Provided that the Central Government may, in the public interest, 
by order in writing, dispense with the condition of previous publica¬ 
tion in any case.’'.
